REMARKS 

Applicants have carefully considered the February 5, 2009 Office Action, and the 
amendments above together with the comments that follow are presented in a bona fide effort to 
address all issues raised in that Action and thereby place this case in condition for allowance. 

Applicants note with appreciation the indication of allowance of claims 13, 14 and 23, 
and allowable subject matter of claim 24 if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Although Applicants agree that the 
claims are patentable, it is respectfully submitted that the allowed claims should be entitled to the 
broadest reasonable interpretation and to the broadest range of equivalents that are appropriate in 
light of the language of the claims and the supporting disclosure, without reference to the 
statements made in the present Office Action. 

Claims 1-12, 15-22 and 25-27 have been cancelled without prejudice. Claim 24 has been 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of base claim 1. Accordingly, the 
instant application contains only allowable claims 13-14 and 23-24.
